Bv 
this law no burial grounds are taxed ex- 
cept such as are organized for money 
making purposes ami actually declare 
dividends for its owners. This is right 
and just. The new constitution, how- 
ever, takes apparently a different view 
of the subject. Section 170 exempts 
“places of burial not held for private or 
corporate profit.” This change of phrase- 
ology must mean something, and to our 
comprehension it means that all the 
burial places in the State will be sub- 
jected to tin* same tax as other proper- 
ty. We venture to say there is not a 
cemetery in Kentucky not held for cor- 
porate profit, whose charter— which is 
the tenure by which it is held— does not 
contemplate and even encourage the 
making of a coraoratfl profit. We do

it. Disiuarc k, by bin diplomacy at t’u« 
Berlin conference, defeated Russia i:t 
her designs on Turkish territory, even 
after she had entitled herself to a fair 
share of it by hard fighting and victory 
on the field of battle. Then Bismarck, 
fearing the far reaching revenge of the 
Russian, persuaded Austria to enter inti 
an alliance, offensive and defensive 
against the government of the czar. 
Next Italy was persuaded by promise* 
am! threats to enter into the alliance, 
ami it became consequently the Drei- 
bund. Tims diplomacy and statesman- 
ship, so called, forced the |ieopie of Italy 
to stand side by side in alliance with 
their old time and bitterly hated enemy, 
the Austrian. They have never for- 
given their rulers for that alliance to 
this day, and will not in onr time. Ger- 
many felt uneasy as to France, too. so 
France w;is watched on one side ami 
Russia on the other. 

But what does it mean, this triple al- 
liance. which began in 1S7U. lasted six 
years, came to an end and has Ik-cii re- 
newed for another six years? Let us see. 
It means that Germany, Austria and 
Italy must together maintain au armed 
force of .1,140.000, that being the strength 
of the combined standing armies of the 
three Jiowers. Behold these three, th< n, 
on one side of the fence. On the other 
side stand Russia and France with their 
combined armies of 8,805.000 men. So 
they stand, snarling and showing their 
teeth, like dogs ready to fly at one an- 
other’s throats, hating one another, jeal- 
ous of one another, watching oue an- 
other. Meantime Russia is steadily, si- 
lently, like a thief in the uight. pushing 
her way resistlesaly into the south aud 
east in Asia. Meantime, too, these tear 
fuJ standing armies are slowly eating 
out the heart of Europe, paralysing her 
Industrie* destroying all fruits of the 
civilisation ot peace. But Europe to 
peace, they »ay.

Tia- French astronomer Camille Flany 
marion throws decideil cold water on 
tlu» theory that there is any proved con- 
nection between the i**riodicul changes 
in the sun’s spots and storms on our lit- 
tle bit of a planet. If there be such 
connection, us there probably is, it is 
not yet sufficiently understood to predi- 
cate anything certain about it. There 
is, however, a terrestrial magnetic vari- 
ation that is connected ill some way with 
sun spots. 

What is definitely known about sun 
sjhjU is briefly this, according to M. 
Flaumiarion: Every eleven years' the 
*]>ots attain their largest size, lu those 
years the greatest magnetic variation is 
observable on the earth and the greatest 
daily variation in temperature. 

It is thus plain that enormous activity 
in the solar spots does have a magnetic 
effect on our earth. But we do not 
know as yet, says Flamiuarion, just 
where the sjsils themselves are located. 
They may be in the fiery fog known as 
the photosphere, wliitu surrounds the 
tun, or they may be upon tiie surface of 
the sun itself. 

If it were true that we have more 
itorms in heavy sun spot years than in 
:>lhers, and the storms are pnqiortioual 
to tiie spots, then we ought to have had 
twenty times as many storms in 1**3 as 
in 1H49, and no storms at *11 in 1673, 
But m 1676 the storms were very severs
